Laing. « : : 

{Men and Women of the Tine contains 
the following biography of the deceased :— 

Sanuel Laing, son of Mr Sarnuck Laing, 
of Rapdalo, county (irkney, and nephew of 
Mr Malcolm Laing, author of a * History of 
Seothind,’ was born at Edinburgh in 1870, 
and educated at St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, where he took his B.A. dogreo in 
1832, being second wranglor and second 
Smith's prizaman. He was’clocted u Fellow 
of St. John’s, resided in the univorsity as 
a mathomutical tutor, and’ entered at 
Lincoln's Tnn, where ho was'called to the 
Bar in 1840, and soon after became private 
secretary to-tho late Mr Labouchere, then 
President of the Roard of Trade. Upon 
the formation of tha Railway Department. 
he was appointed Sccrotary, and thenco- 
forth distinguished himself in Roilway 
legislation undor successive presidencies of 
the Board of Trade. In 1844 he proved 
the results of his experience in ‘A Report 
on British and Foreign Railways,’ gave 
much valuable evidence before a committee 
of tho Coimons upon Railways, and to his 
suggestions the humbler classes aro mainly- 
indebted for the convenionce of parliament- 
ary trains at a minimum sate of payment of 
ono penny per mile. In 1845 Mr Lning was 
nominated a member of the Railway Com- 

igsion, presided over by Lord Dalhousie, 

a drow up'the chief reports on the rail- 
way schemes of that period., Had his ro- 
commendations beon followed, much of the 
commercial crisis of 1845 would, as has 
sines - been proved, hare been avorted.

PROTECTIVE COLOURATION O: 
FISH DURING SLEEP. 


Professor A. E..Verrill recently commu- 
nicated to the American Journal of Science 
3 valuable article on tho aubjoct of the 
eclour that fish asaume.while asleep, _ In. 
most cases the change consists in sn intenor 
sification of the colours. The markings 
havea darker appearance, and such modi- 
fication is of a nature to better conceal the 
animal and rgndor it lesa visible during the 
night. In certain of the species .abserv- 
ed by. Professor Vorrill the. changes 
wore more complicated. For example, 
tho Stenctomus chrysops while awake 
and in a state of activity was silvery white, 
with iridescent plays of colour. At night: 
it was Of a dark bronze colour, ‘and. from - 
this ground staod out six transverse black 
bands. If it chance to bo awakened from 
its aloép at night, -in-an aquarium, hy the 
budden turning on of the gad, vo that the 
light was bright, the colour’ waa instantly 
moditied, and the normnl tints of the’ awsa- 
kened animal oxhibitod ‘themselves immo- 
dintely. Here again. the protective rile of 
the colouration of tho sluoping ntate is evi-, 
dant, since the animal sleeps, among algis'- 
and the black“bands are confused with the ‘- 
thalli aud fronda, whilo the ‘bronze colour 
eloaly resembles the. greonich yellow 
eolour commpn to many staweeds.

What, thor, has como’ out of cricket 
lately 2? The brightest tigurais;Kumar Shri 
Ranjit Sinbji, whom we ‘all Jove for his 
supple wrist, silk. shirt, and genial ways, 
A yolume might be written about him, for 
he contains much besides runs. Viewed as 
acricketer, he is decidedly a subject for 
appreciation—except to bowlers. He males 
cuormous scores with the consistency 
¢ British heart, and makes thoin 
ginal methods. There is little of 
tho old school about Ranji. But then heis a 
enius, and none the worse for it, ‘Phere 
is that in his strokes which baffles the most 
confident analyst. One feels inclined, to 
say with certain profane cricketer, 
‘Come, Ranji, this isn’t. cricket, it’s in- 
fernal juggling!’ But fortunately it is 
cricket, and thé very best. No one -evor 
wants him to stop getting runs. It is su 
exciting to wonder what is coming neat, 
and there is no ‘waiting. Even bowlers 
find a sneaking pleasure in seeing him spoil 
their analyses, Thoy want to discover how 


he does it. Ficlders do not mind scouting-, 


out, as W. G. calls it, for hours when 
Ranji is in. He provides fun and new 


J sensations, -As for: the~ man in- the 


crowd, he has come ‘many wilos_ for 
this, aud ix proportionately pleased. Fron 
tho average batsman's point.of view Rawji 
isa marvel anda despair. ‘Yes, he can 
play, said somo one once ; ‘buthe must have 
alot of Satan in him.’ Cortainly one would 
nét be surprised sombtimes to see a brown 
curve burnt‘in the grass where one of his 
cuts hea travelled, or blue flame shiver 
round his bat; in the making of ofe of those 
leg-strokes, Yet there is nothing satanic 
about Ranji oxcopt his skill, He is melluw 
and kind and smyie-hearted, snd has no 
spark of jealousy in his composition. No 
one has, a keener oyo for what is 
good in ‘other: Peoples the better they 
play thé more ‘he. likes. it. He ‘is 
a cricketer to tht tips of his alim 
fingers, an artist with an artists eye for 
the game. With the stroke that scores 
four to log when the ball was meant to go 
over the bowler’s head he has no sympa. 
thy. He is very amusing:on the aubject 
of whathe calls ‘outs-to-leg.’ “Apart from 
their value to his side, Ranji's big innings 
please’ him in proportion a-euch stroke 
approaches perfection, . He tries to make 
every stroke a.- thing of. beauty in 
iteslf, and he! does .mean ad well by 
the ball while he is in, great pues 
cess ia partly due to thie attitude 
of mind; but there ate othar reasons why 
he ix, on all but tho stickiest. of wickets; the 
best bat now playing. Ho starts with one 
or. two enormous advantages; ivhicit-he hus 
pressedhome. Hehas a wonderful power 


ight which enables him ‘to judgo the; -y, 


ight.of a ball in the-air an: appreciable 
fraction of a second sooner than say other 
batsman, and probably a trifle pre accur- 
ately.
